Still Hamper Weary Mailmen

A postman's lot, like a police- 
man's, is not a happy one. Some 
of us, during the Christmas sea- 
son just past, may have squan- 
dered a sympathetic thought on 
the mail carrier and other postal 
employes as they struggled through 
the annual blizzard of letters and 
packages.. But for the rest of the 
year we take his unhappy lot for 
granted. 


However, the Hoover Commis- 
^sion has been giving plenty 
of 
"thpught to that unhappy lot in 


the course of its monumental in- 
quiry into inefficient government 
operations. It has estimated, in a 
preliminary report, that $200 to 
$300 million a year might be saved 
in the post 
office 
department 
through changes and moderniza- 
tion. 


Meantime, thousands of men and 
women in the nation's third largest 
city are discovering how to walk— 
long and far. 


Automobiles and trucks, bumper 
to bumper, clog Philadelphia's icy 
streets during rush peeks to and 
from work.

Pope Pius XII warned today

pointed up his warning by excom-

Delivered Pricing, almost uni- 
versally practiced in industry, may 
be described very simply. It is the 
practice of the manufacturers ab- 
corbing freight or delivery costs 
so as to otter a competitive price 
on the national market, 
against 
other manufacturers who might be 
closer to the market. An example 
might be that brick manufactued 
in Hope would be sold at St. Louis 
at a price competitive' on the St. 
Louis market with brick manufac- 
tured,much closer to St. Louis. 
This can only be possible if the 


Hope manufacturer is allowed to 
absorb 
transportation 
costs. 
It 
stands to reason that the produc- 
tion of most of Hope's industry is 
now being sold on a national and 
in some cases international market 
and if delivered pricing is not de- 
clared legal by Congressional ac- 
tion, Hope's industry will be con- 
fined to a narrow market in a 
limited radius from Hope which 
should mean almost complete cur- 
tailment of our present payrolls. 


Clarification ot delivered pricing 
is most important to the future in- 
austrial development of Hope and 
Arkansas since the emphasis now 
is being placed on locating indus- 
try as close as possible to supplies 
of raw materials. A complete re- 
versal ol this policy would occur 
if Congress doas not act and indus- 
try would be ' loreed to locate as 
close as possible to the great cent- 
ers of population and markets. 


The Board of Directors of the 
Hope Chamber of Commerce after 
establishing its policy on the de- 
livered pricing question, urged the 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce to 
follow a similar policy and is mak- 
ing us policy Known to the Arkansas 
Congressional delegation.
